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STATUTES OF 


CHAPTER XIV. 


Of the Booh and Papers of the Society. 

I. rTT^HERE fhall be bad and kept a Book, called the 

1 Charter-book, wherein fhall be fairly written the 
copy of the Charters, all his Majefty’s grants on the behalf of 
the Society, and the obligation, to be fubfcribed by the 
Fellows of the Society in their own hand-writing. 

II. There fhall be had and kept a Book, called the Statute- 
book, wherein fhall be fairly written all the Laws, Statutes, 
and Conflitutions made, or to be made, concerning the govern¬ 
ment and regulating of the Society or Council; and alfo a 
Regifter of the Fellows of the Society* with the times of 
their Election and Admiffion. 


III. There fhall be had and kept Journal-books for the So¬ 
ciety and Council; wherein fhall be entered all the minutes, 
orders, and the bufinefs of the Society and Council at their 
refpefUve meetings.

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IV. No Fellow {hall give any copy or tranfcript of any 
matter contained in the Journals, or other Books of the Society, 
to any one that is not a Member thereof; nor communicate 
the fame to any fuch perfon to be tranfcribed, without par¬ 
ticular leave obtained of the Council ; except the faid matter 
were originally brought in, or communicated by himfelf: 
but any Fellow of the Society may, at proper times, and in the 
Society’s Houfe, have the liberty of infpeding any article in the 
Journal-books of the Society. 

V. The original copy of every Paper read at the Society 
fhall be confidered as the property of the Society, if there be 
no previous engagement with its Author to the contrary : 
but any Author may have a copy of his own papers by leave 
of the Council. 

VI. All the papers read at the Society in the eourfe of 
each year, not withdrawn by leave of the Council, fhall be 
delivered to the Committee of Papers at their annual meet¬ 
ing j and fhall be preferved in Guard-books, for future infpec- 
tion ; and fhall never be lent out of the Society’s Houfe without 
Order of the Council. 


VII. Fellows of the Society may, between the hour 
of eleven in the forenoon and two in the afternoon, on the 
Tuefdays and Thuddays during the meetings of the Society, 
and on Thu-rfdays during the recedes of the Society, 
infpedb one or more of the printed Books in the Society’s 

Library ; 
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Library; or of the Manufcript Books, in the prefence 
of the Librarian: or any Fellow may, by leave obtained 
of the Society at an ordinary meeting, or of the Council, 
have the loan of any of the printed Books in the Library, 
not exceeding four volumes at a time, for fix weeks, by giving 
his note, if printed Books, for the due return of them in the 
condition he received them; or if Manufcripts, his bond in the 
penalty of jT 50. for each, for its fafe return in as perfect 
ftate as when delivered to him. 
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
